1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been  head  coach  of 
the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  31  years. 
Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his  team 
win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record 
of  673  wins  and  207  losses  to  rank  him  as  the 
NJCAA  Second  Winningest  Active  Coach  in  the 
nation  and  the  Winningest  Mississippi  Junior 
College  Women's  Coach. 

Coach  Young  has  put  the  Lady  Wolves  on  the 
map  as  one  of  the  nation's  most  premier  bas- 
ketball teams.  Under  Coach  Young's  direction, 
the  Lady  Wolves  have  accomplished  numerous 
awards  including  19  regular  season  first  place 
finishes,  13  South  Division  Championships,  17 
State  Tournament  Appearances,  five  MACJC 
State  Championships  (1993,  1997,  1999,  2002 
and  2003)  and  been  runner-up  to  the  State 
Champions  five  times  (1983,  1984,  1998,  2006, 
and  2007).  The  Lady  Wolves  have  won  five  NJ- 
CAA Region  XXIII  Championships  (1989,  1993, 
1997,  2002,  and  2007),  been  runner-up  to  the 
NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Champions  seven  times 
(1990, 1996, 1998, 1999,  2000,  2004  and  2006), 


and  made  five  NJCAA  National  Tournament  ap- 
pearances (1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  and  2007). 
Coach  Young's  team  finished  6th  in  the  2007 
National  Tournament  and  has  been  consistently 
nationally  ranked. 

Young  was  named  Region  XXIII  Coach  of 
the  Year  in  1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  and  2007. 
Coach  of  the  Year  honors  were  also  received 
by  Coach  Young  from  the  MACJC  and  the  MAC 
in  1993,  2001,  and  2007.  Young  has  also  been 
named  The  Clarion-Ledger's  Community  College 
Coach  of  the  Year  on  numerous  occasions. 

Coach  Young  also  serves  as  the  Vice  President 
of  Student  Services.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  and  was  named  to  the  college's  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  in  1997.  Coach  Young  received  his 
bachelor's  degree  from  Mississippi  College,  and 
master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi.

Head  Baseball  Coach 


Keith  Case  enters  his  16th  season  as  the  field 
general  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  baseball  team. 
Case  joined  the  Co-Lin  athletic  department  af- 
ter a  successful  career  in  the  Mississippi  High 
School  ranks. 

Case  has  guided  the  Wolves  to  eight  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association  (NJCAA)  Re- 
gional Tournament  appearances  and  two  MACJC 
State  Tournaments.  His  1998,  2000,  2001  and 
2005  teams  won  the  NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Divi- 
sion II  championship  and  advanced  to  the  NJ- 
CAA Central  District  Tournaments.  The  2000  and 
2005  teams  advanced  to  the  NJCAA  Division  II 
World  Series  in  Millington,  Tennessee  and  fin- 
ished No.  4  in  the  Nation. 

Case  received  NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Coach  of 
the  Year  honors  in  1998,  2000,  2001  and  2005. 
Case  received  the  Louisville  Slugger  Excellence 
in  Coaching  Award  in  1998.  He  was  awarded 
Diamond  Baseball  Company's  Coach  of  the  Year 
Award  in  2000,  2001  and  2005. 

During  his  career,  Case  has  compiled  over  540 
victories  as  a  head  coach.  He  has  guided  his 
teams  to  conference,  division,  district,  state, 
and  region  championships  during  his  24  years 


as  a  head  coach.  In  the  last  15  years,  Case  has 
been  instrumental  in  placing  Co-Lin  Baseball  in 
the  National  Rankings  on  the  diamond  and  in 
the  classroom. 

The  Wolfpack  finished  in  the  top  10  academi- 
cally in  1999,  2000,  2002,  2003,  2004,  2006, 
and  2007.  He  has  coached  five  NJCAA  All-Ameri- 
cans,  five  Distinguished  Academic  All-Ameri- 
cans,  nine  Academic  All-Americans.  Sixty-seven 
former  Co-Lin  players  have  gone  on  to  play  at 
four-year  college  and  universities  and  11  former 
players  have  played  or  are  currently  playing  pro- 
fessionally. Over  the  last  15  years,  32  former 
players  are  now  coaching  on  the  high  school  or 
collegiant  level. 

Case  holds  a  B.S.  degree  from  Mississippi 
State  University  and  a  M.  Ed.  from  William  Carey 
College.  He  completed  additional  studies  at  Mis- 
sissippi College  and  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi. 

A  native  of  Tryus,  Mississippi,  Case  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Monticello  High  School.  He  is  married  to 
the  former  Susan  Caffey  of  Jackson.  They  have 
two  daughters,  Macie,  16,  and  Ras,  8. 
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Glenn  Davis  begins  his  fourth  year  as  head 
coach  of  the  Wolves.  He  led  the  Wolves  to  a 
21-0  shutout  victory  over  the  Georgia  Military 
Bulldogs  in  the  2006  Sea  Island  Company  Gold- 
en Isles  Bowl  Classic.  The  Wolfpack  finished  the 
2006  season  with  a  9-3  record,  ranked  No.  6 
in  the  final  NJCAA  poll,  MACJC  South  Division 
Champions  and  State  Runner-Up. 

Davis  previously  served  at  Co-Lin  as  offen- 
sive coordinator  from  1995-96.  During  those 
two  years,  he  helped  lead  the  team  to  a  15-5 
overall  record. 

Davis  is  a  1982  graduate  of  Delta  State  Uni- 
versity where  he  was  a  three-year  letterman  as 
a  defensive  back  and  outside  linebacker  for  the 
Statesmen.  His  other  coaching  stints  include 
offensive  coordinator  at  South  Natchez  High 
School  (1982-85),  graduate  assistant  at  Mis- 
sissippi State  (1986-87),  defensive  backs  and 


wide  receivers  coach  at  the  University  of  North 
Alabama  (1988-91),  and  quarterbacks,  run- 
ning backs,  and  wide  receivers  coach  at  Holmes 
Community  College  (1992-94).  From  1997-2003 
he  served  as  running  backs  coach  at  Mississippi 
State  University  under  former  head  coach  Jackie 
Sherrill. 

Under  Davis'  tutelage,  the  Bulldogs  lead  the 
Southeastern  Conference  in  rushing  in  2000  av- 
eraging 193.8  yards  per  game  and  ranked  third 
in  1998  averaging  172  yards  per  game.  He  men- 
tored  Dicenzo  Miller  to  Mississippi  State's  sixth- 
ever,  1,000-yard  season  in  2000  (1,005  yards) 
and  James  Johnson  to  the  fourth  and  fifth-ever, 
1,000-yard  campaigns  in  1997  (1,069  yards) 
and  1998  (1,383  yards). 

He  and  his  wife  Minta,  are  the  parents  of  two 
children,  Ann  Shelby  and  Micah.

He  was  a  member  of  the  2000  Co-Lin  team 
that  finished  fourth  in  the  NJCAA  Division  II 
World  Series  in  Millington,  Tenn.  While  at  Co- 
Lin,  Garrett  was  selected  NJCAA  All-Region 
XXIII  and  MACJC  All-State.  His  nine  wins  and  15 
starts  in  2000,  ranks  second  on  Co-Lin's  all-time 
list. 

After  Co-Lin,  Garrett  signed  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Southern  Mississippi.  He  transferred  to 
Belhaven  College  where  he  played  for  former 


USM  coach  Hill  Denson.  He  was  voted  team 
captain  two  consecutive  years  and  led  the  team 
to  their  first  GMAC  Conference  Title.  Garrett 
holds  Belhaven's  single  season  strikeout  record 
(108). 

Garrett  received  his  B.S.  degree  in  sports  ad- 
ministration from  Belhaven  and  is  currently  pur- 
suing a  master's  degree  in  sports  management 
at  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi.  He  will 
also  teach  physical  education  classes  at  Co-Lin. 
In  three  years  as  an  assistant  coach  at  Laurel's 
Watkins  High  School,  Garrett  helped  Coach  Luke 
Leggett's  team  reach  the  Class  4A  state  play- 
offs.

Incoming  freshmen  include  Bogue  Chitto 
products  Candace  Avants  (utility),  Chelsey 
Miller  (outfield),  and  Devon  Welch  (utility), 
Copiah  Academy  catcher  Becca  Boone,  Magee 
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High  School  utility  player  Brittany  Watts,  Law- 
rence County  pitcher/utility  Ashley  Jones,  ACCS 
infielder  Alex  Foster,  catcher  Missy  Paulina  from

The  catching  position  should  be  strong  as 
well,  with  four  incoming  freshmen  with  plenty 
of  catching  experience.  Candace  Avants,  Becca 
Boone,  Missy  Paulina  and  Brittany  Watts  all 
have  spent  time  behind  the  plate.  Boone  and 
Paulina  probably  have  put  in  the  most  time  at 
catcher,  but  having  others  that  can  get  back 
there  is  always  a  plus.

We  have 
the  ability  to  steal  more,  its  just  getting  those

right  situations.  Lang- 
ley,  Avants,  Miller  and 
Bowman  all  have  the 
potential  to  put  up 
some  good  numbers 
on  the  bases. 

We  must  be  at 
the  top  of  our  game 
every  time  we  take 
the  field.  There  are 
no  cakewalks  in  the 
South  Division.  De- 
fending State  and 
Regional  Champion

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Welcome  to  Wolfpack  Baseball  and  Sullivan  Field 

The  Wolfpack  play  their  home  games  on  beautiful  Sul- 
livan Field.  Sullivan  Field  is  located  on  the  campus  of  Co- 
piah-Lincoln Community  College.  The  immaculate  kept 
diamond  is  in  playing  shape  at  all  times  of  the  year.  Col- 
lege and  high  school  games  are  played  on  Sullivan  Field 
during  the  school  year.  Summer  finds  the  field  hosting  Co- 
Lin  Baseball  Camps,  American  Legion  games  and  Boys 
State. 

The  turf  on  the  playing  surface  is  bermuda.  During  the 
playing  season  it  is  overseeded  with  a  perennial  ryegrass. 
The  cutting  heights  vary  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
but  it  is  always  cut  like  a  carpet.  A  sand  and  clay  mixture 
makeup  the  dirt  area  of  the  infield.  It  is  topdressed  with 
Crimson  Stone  to  give  it  a  perfect  playing  surface. 

Dimensions  of  Sullivan  Field  are  330  down  the  left 
field  line,  335  down  the  right  field  line  and  385  to  center 
field.  The  outfield  wall  is  a  wooden  8'  wall  from  foul  pole 
to  foul  pole. 

Lighting  at  the  park  is  second  to  none.  All  lights  are 
positioned  on  towering  90'  poles  that  easily  light  up  the 
playing  area  for  excellent  action  for  the  players  and  fans. 
The  40'  inning-by-inning  scoreboard  was  installed  in  1999. 

Enclosed  bullpens  can  be  found  on  the  visitors  and  home  team  sides  of  the  field.  Each  pen  has  a  double 
pitching  mound  and  catchers  boxes. 

The  stadium  at  Sullivan  Field  will  let  fans  enjoy  a  baseball  game  with  comfort,  whether  in  stadium  seats 
or  in  lawn  chairs.  The  grandstand  area  behind  home  plate  will  seat  500  while  the  bleachers  down  the  third 
base  line  will  seat  1 00.  Plenty  of  grassy  areas  are  also  available  for  lawn  chairs  and  blankets. 

Georgia-Pacific  and  Asa  Hardison  were  behind  the  completion  of  the  modern  pressbox  facility  at  Sulli- 
van Field.  It  is  completely  heated  and  cooled  as  well  as  designed  with  maximum  auditory  comforts.  Media, 
radio  crews  and  pressbox  personnel  have  room  and  comfort  to  cover  Wolfpack  games. 

In  2007,  the  press  box  was  dedicated  in  honor  of  Dennis  Ray  White  of  Wesson.  White  was  a  volunteer 
with  the  Co-Lin  baseball  and  football  programs  for  13  years.  He  was  the  public  address  announcer,  filmed 
games,  kept  score,  lined  off  the  field,  and  did  other  jobs  to  assist  the  baseball  program.  White  passed  away 
from  a  lengthy  illness  in  December  of  2005. 

Restroom  and  concession  facilities  are  located  behind  the  third  base  side  of  the  field.  These  facilities 
were  built  in  order  to  let  everyone  enjoy  their  visit  to  Sullivan  Field  a  little  more. 

The  newest  addition  to  the  Wolfpack  baseball  program  is  the  new  field  house,  which  was  completed 
in  the  fall  of  2006.  The  building  includes  coaches'  offices,  a  spacious  locker  room  and  shower  facility  as 
well  as  an  indoor  hitting  facility  and  storage  area.  The  field  house  was  a  joint  project  with  the  college  and 
Georgia-Pacific.
